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“HOUSE COLLAPSE. [ATLANTIC FLEET TO 


THREE PEOPLE INJURED IN 
WANCHAI. 


FLOOR GIVES WAY. 


An alarming accident, fortun- 
ately not attended with any 
very serious consequences, occur- 
red in the Wanchai district this 


‘morning, when the first floor of a 


house at No. 4, Morrison Hill 
Road collapsed, carrying with it 
1 number of Chinese . workers. 
The building is in process of de- 
volition, and so far asicould be' 
ascertained, there were a num- 
ber of coolies engaged inside sort- 
ing out the bricks. 


It is customary to stack the 
hetter’ bricks for removal later, 
pea earth coolies ‘are engaged 
to take away the debris, loose 
mortar, etc.” It is possible that 
the extra ‘weight on the floor 
proved too much, with the result 
that the collapse followed. 

Police, Fire Brigade, and am- 
hnlances were rushed to the scene 
within ten minutes of the occur- 
irence, and three earth coolies, 
‘ne man and a woman, were re- 
moved to the Government Civil 
Hospital. The man was not de- 
tnined, and it is not thought that 


ihe condition of the two women is 


serious. 
An Old Building. - 


The building is a fairly old one, 
and is situated at the junction of 
Wanchai Road with Morrison Hill 
Rond. opnosite what was at one 
time the Gov ernment Opituni fac- 
‘ory. 

The ground floor of the col- 
lansed building. some 
‘ago was occupied by a 
pradore's shop, the « 

“General Merchants” keing ‘still 
visihle on the facade. 

The upper floors were occupied 
hy families until several months 
ago, when it is understood the 
structure was sold, the new own- 
ev deciding upon demolition.

Suggested Safeguards 
for Investors. 


In his presidential address to the 
Society of Incorporated Account- 
ants at Sheffield on September 25, 
Mr, Henry Morgan, F.S.A.A,, de- 
clared that a substantial increase 
in rates of income tax and super- 
tax next year was. in prospect. 
After pointing out that taxation 
was far heavier in Britain than in 
any competitive industrial country, 
being double that of Germany and 
nearly three times that of the 
United States, Mr. Morgan said 
that an increase !n national expen- 
diture:was coupled this year with 
a well-founded expectation of fac- 
ing o substantial drop In revenue.

great falling off, and the disadvan- 
tage from the revenue point of view 
of the changed basis of assess- 
ment from the average of tho pre- 
vious years to the actual profits of 
the preceding year would be severe- 
ly felt.

Legal Protection. 

Mr. Morgan proposed what he 
declared would be an effective’ re- 
medy against company abuses. 
He suggested legislation providing 
that a copy of every resolution to |5 
be proposed at a company meeting 
should, be sent to every share- 
holder with necessary explanations, 
together with a voting paper on 
which he could vote either for or

a recent iasue of the Chamber of 
Commerce Journal :— 

British Malaya consisting of tha 
‘Straits Settlements, the Federated 
Malay States, and the Unfederated 
Malaya States, the area of whlch is 
slightly larger than that of Eng- 
pro- 
gress during the last fifty years, 
and to-day {t occupies a unique 
position as a dominant world pro- 
ducer of rubber and tin, and is also 
& most Important factor in the com- 
merce of the Middlé East, Little 
more than half a century ago the | 
country was practically cove: 
with jungle, and numerous rivers! 
and jungle paths were the only ways: 
of transport. With ‘thé advent of 
tho British, ronds and railwaya! 
were constructed for opening up! 
the country, and many thousands 
of acres of forest land were con-, 
verted Into flourishing rubber and 
coconut estates, and the valleys be- 
came busy mine fields. 

The population of the country 
(4,000,000) is most cosmopolitan, ! 
and thera is a large floating Chin! 
ase and Indian population used .in 
connection with the’ tin mining and 
rubber industries. ' The Chinese, 
in fact, have been most. usoful 
agents in the development of Bri- 
tish Malaya,“not only entoring very! 
largely into the commercial and: 
artisan life of the country, but 
taking a most important, share in 


half the annual production of which | 
jg accounted for by mines under 
Chinese management. ; 

Rubber and Tin Production. 

The chief agricultural product of ; 
the peninsula is rubber, which Is 
now grown over some two and a 
quarter million acres of land. The 
development of this industry to 
such ‘enormous: proportions—{a—Httle 
short of miraculous when’ it is re- 
alised that only 68 years have 
elapsed since the first rubber trees 
were planted in Malaya from a} 
amall consignment of plants sent to} 
Singapore from Kew Gardena, 
where they had been reared from 
seeds obtained from South Ameri- 
ca, the original home of the Para 
rubber tree, : 
' In 1900 the world’s supply of 
rubber’ was 63,000. tons, of which 
plantation. rubber accounted for 
only 4 tons, Last year British 
Malaya exported Para rubber to the 
extent of ‘677,202 ‘tons, valued at’ 
£60,475,129, which was more than 
ten times the entire world supply 
about thirty years ago. British 
Malaya is a large exporter ‘of rub- 
ber to the United Kingdom, sup- 
plying * nearly two-thirds of our 
total fmports. The United States 
fs by far the most important 
market fot the Malayan product, 
which in recent years has been so 


largely used in tho tyre industry. 


The’ valuable and extensive tin 
deposits, expecially in.the Federat- 
ed Malay States, have for many 
years been an {important source of

In spite of the fact that the 
quantities of nitrogen compounds 
consumed by German agriculfure 
are increasing from year to year, 
the industry hae nevertheless suc- 
ceeded in speeding up production to 
such a degree that since 1928 large 
quantities of artificial nitrate 
manures have been exported. 

It is pointed out in a recent issue 
of the “German Induatrinl Echo” 
(Berlin) that whereas In 1923-24 
; Germany exported ths then larga 
‘quantity of 28,000 tons of pure 

nitrogen; or many times that quan- 
j tity of nitrogen salts, a year later 
this had increased to 52,000 tons,

seven different odours in a colony 

of bees, each of which plays some 

part in the “language of scents,” 
Matual Recognitlort. 

These odours are the individual 
odour, distincttve in’each queon 
and in groups of workers; the off- 
spring odour, different in the caso 
of each group of offspring; the 
brood adour; the drone odour; the 
wax odour, In which the wax struc: 
turea of different colonies of bees 
havo entirely different odours; the 
honey odour and the Kiive odour.

Camera Reveals Works 
by Artist: Companions 


MINIATURES ON LEATHER. 


The camera, which by means of 
panchromatic photography, has re- 
vealed details unnoticed by the 
human eye, may be the means of 
bringing a fortune to Mr. D. W. 
Sumner, who keeps a small sweet- 
shop in Clifton Road, Aston, 
Birmingham, hs 

Mr. Sumner came into posses- 
sion, about six months ago, of an: 
old’ leather-bound chest reputed to 
be the sea chest which Captain 
James Cook took with him on hia 
momentous voyages a century and 
a half ago, when he circumavigated 
the globe. ° 
The chest, which - was presented 

Captain Joseph Bileliffe, of 
Lincolnshire, by Captain 
Cook’s widow, was traced as having 
been passed to the Inte Mr. W. H. 
Eliot then to a Mr, William Alcock,, 
through Mr. John Stafford, of 
Market Rasen, and ‘again to Mr. 
Henry Osborne, and ‘finally to Mra. 
Clayfortb, of Birmingham, 

£3,000 Offer. 

—In—1928—the-authori ties—-of-tho- 
Sydney Museum, Australia, offered 
£3,000 for the chest provided its 
claim to be Captain’ Cook’s chest 
could be authenticated. As its 
authenticity was merely a‘matter of 
word of mouth—the chest had been 
handed from one generation to an- 
other—the offer fell through. 

The chest was, then sent to 
the: auction room--of a Lon- 
don antique dealer, but,  be- 
cause of the lack of definite proof, 
failed to reach its reserve. . Even- 
tually Mr. Sumner, who had heard 
of the chest’s history, purchased {t 
for a few pounds. 

While unpacking it he fancied 
that, jooking from certain angles, 
he could discern miniature paint- 
{ngs on the leather top. . He had 
the top and sides of the chest photo- 
graphed on panchromatic plates, 
which’ are spécially sensitive to 
colours, The photographs revealed 
that hundreds of miniatures had 
been painted all over the chest. 

When Cook-made his historic 
voyages he took two artista with 
him. William Hodges, a land- 
scape artist, accompanied him on 
the second voyage, and S. Webber, 
another artist, was with him on hia 
third voyage, and it is assumed 
that they were responsible for the 
paintinga,

Among the pictures revealed by 
the camera to be painted on the 
chest ia one of ‘Captain Cook, signed 
“3. W." There is also the name 
“Endurance,” which was the name 
of one of Cook’s ships, and also 
the name and portrait of Omai, a 
native of ‘Tahiti, whom Cook 
brought to England and later re- 
turned to his native country.

STABBING CHARGE. 


PRISONER ALLEGES, ILL 
TREATMENT. 


i “a LAST EXTREMITY.” 

Accusations of ill-treatment by 
iail officers were made before Mr. 
E. H. Williams in the Central 
Court yesterday, at the resumed 
trial of Chi Siu-ching, who is 
charged with stabbing Acting 
Principal Warder Hert Plumb on 
October 22. : 

Mr, Franks, Superintendent of 
Prisons, produced’ the man’s 
committal . warrant and his re- 
cord, algo a report submitted to 
W.E. the.Governor. This stated 
that the Chief Warder had report- 
ed prisoner for continuous mis- 
conduct. He had seven adverse 
reports against him in ~ four 
months: + 

A Final Chance. 

Prisoner had been given a final 
chance, but deliberately mis- 
behaved on October 17, 19, and 
21, On the Inst occasion it was 
alleged that he rang the bell in 
his cell for about half an hour, 
creating considerable  disturb- 
anée. 

Wanted a Bath! 

In reply to the charge, prigon- 
er had stated that he rang his 
bell to get a bath. Warder 
Murphy had refused him, as did 
Acting Principal Warder Plumb 
Jater. He alleged that Mr. Plumb 
tried to strike him with a ruler. 

Both officials had sworn that 
prisoner was not entitled to any 
bath at the time according to 
usual routine, Warder Plumb add- 
ing that he had cautioned the 
prisoner repeatedly. He denied 
the man’s allegation as to an at- 
tempted assault. 

* “Conspiracy of Officers.” 

When asked if he had any 
questions to put, prisoner alleged 
that the Superintendent of Pri- 
sons had tistened to a “conspiracy 
of officers” against him. . He des- 
cribed his punishments as unfair. 
He also alleged that on occasions 
he was not allowed to talks 

This latter charge Mr., Franks 
vaid was not correct, according to 
his own recollection.

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CHANNEL CROSSING. 


FROM CAESAR'S TIME TO THE 
PRESENT DAY, 


' SCIENTISTS’. CLAIM. 


oe . London, Sept. 6. 

Caesar ‘ crossed the English 
Channel in 55 B.C. in approximate- 
ly 6 hours, Miss Gertrude Ederle 
swam the Channel in August,-1029, 
in 14 hours and 34 minutes. 

A regular Channel steamer com- 
pleted the crossing in Auguat, 
1929, in 61 minutes and 37 seconds. 

Imperial Airways commercial 
planes during the 1930 season have 
averaged 12 minutes: in actual fly- 
dng time over the Channel. 

The above times for Channel 
crossings show what modern trans- 
portation has done for man. 

Caesar, in his 128 man-oared 
galley, would prove weak competi+ 
tion for Squadron-Leader H. R. D, 
Waghorn and his championship 
1929, 4,000 horse power Schneider 
Cup aeroplane which could com- 
plete the crossing in 3 minutes and 
27 seconds, 

Caesar left Boulogne following 
anearly luncheon in his galley 
manned by 64 oars, with two men 
to an oar,.and with the assiat- 
ance of three large sails arrived on 
the coast ‘of Kent in time for tea, 
but, of course, found none ready! 


The First Crossing. 
~ No one knows just when the first 
Channel’ crossing was made. 
Scientists claim the Engtish Chan- 
nel {is o comparatively recent 
geological formation. 

They say the land connection be- 
tween England and the Continent 
was not finally severed until the 
later part of the Pleistocene 
period. 

Pre-historic man may have made 
Jove, built his home and hunted, 
where the English Channel , now 
cuts England: away from the Con. 
tinent. ; 

Since Caesar's first crossing in 
the summer of 55 B.C., a number 
of freak crossings have been made. 
Some of them -have advanced safe 
transportation methods — others 
have been attempts similar to flag- 
pole.or tree sitting and ‘non-stop 
dancing crazes. : wt 

A French. engineer, Mathieu, 
first proposed no Channel tunnel. 
His idea was, for a time, favour« 
ably considered by Napoleon. 
Since that time dozens of plans— 
such as ferries for whole trains, 
bridges. high enough to allow any 
liner tovpass under them, tubes 
resting on the ocean bed, and tun- 
nels under the sea—have been sug- 
gested, 

“In August, 1875, Capt. Matthew 
Webb swam the Channel in 21 
hours and.45 minutes. He was the 
first person officially reported to 
have crossed the Channel by swim 
ming from shore to shore., 

Mis3 Gertrude Ederle 
the first woman to 
a successful swimming 
ing and her time stogd as 
the record until the German 
baker, Herr Hana Vierkotter, broke 
it with a swim of 12 hours and 80 
minutes. 

In 1786, a Frenchman and an 
Englishman succeeded in crossing 
in a balloon. ‘ 


M. Blerlot’s Feat. 


M. Blerlot, in 1909, inaugurated 
the swiftest modern method by fly- 
Ing the Channel in a heavier-than- 
air machine. Another Frenchman 
crossed on an ordinary push-bike, 
equipped with two light floats. 
The Spaniard, La Cierva, haa made 
several .crossings in his wind- 
mill-like auto-giro. 

Another adventurer did - thy 
double journey on a motor-cycle 
fitted with floats and. propeller

Two Austrian students paddled 
across in a 14-feet rubber canoe, 
and another adventurer of the 
same nationality crossed in a col- 
lapsibla boat. : :

GREAT LAKES. - 
| MYSTERY. 


Historie- Wreck Thought 
to Have Been Found. 


Two hundied and fifty years ago 
an impecunious but adventurous 
explorer, Rene Robert, Sieur de, 1a 
Salle, built a boat on the Great 
Lakes. On it he pinned his hopes 
of opening 3 way to the newly- 


found Mississippi River, but before 
he reached those distant waters he 
meant to gather a rich cargo of! 
furs for his boat with which to pay 
his creditors in Montreal. i 

The vessel was called Le Griffin. 
It’ disappeared {n,the same year in 
which {t was constructed, 1679, 
carrying down with tt the furs and 
La Salle’s immediate ‘hopes of fizan- 
cial solvency. . It was the first 
commercial’ vessel on the Great 
Lakes, and for two and o half cen- 
turles ita disappeatance has been 
‘the lakes’ greatest mystery. 2 
‘This mystery, however, is likely 
soon to be solved. .An old wreck 
lying beneath the waters of Missia- 
sagi Strait, Manitoulin Taland, is 
believed to ba that of Le Griffin. 
Local sailors are strongly of this 
oinion. The Ontarlo Department 
of Pablic Works, which refused to 
allow ‘an expedition from tho 
United States ‘to salvage the 
wreck, has now granted per-

The aquarium, d.Hicult to look 
after at home, seems even more 80 
in the tropics. ' But the vivarium ia 
really a delight here, as the variety 
of things you can keep in it is 
great. And it is not difficult to 
make, with four pieces of plate 
glass, some wire gauze, some sheet 
zine anda little wood. It is an 
excellent thing to cultivate minute 
botanical specimens in and there ia 
a positive -host of the smaller in- 
sects and: animals whose habits 
and ways can be readily ‘observed 
in it, so that {it seems rathei 
curious why 80 few people’ keep 
them. At anyrate during o fairly 
long residence here I hava only 


seen two or three, and even then’ 


they seemed to - be decidedly 
neglected. 

The reason why { ientlen this is 
because I wanted to find out some- 
thing about -the regrowth of 
Vizords’ tails—I mean thoae of our 
domestic friend and - benefactor.

For some . reason or other 
the little animals in my . domicile 
seemed to have a sort of epidemic 
of tafllessness. It mattered not 
what size they were, it seemed that 
they all of them lost their caudal 


.f appendages. . I have never dis- 


covered the cause of ‘this, but I 
have found out one thing, and that 
is, that it takes them, whatever 
‘their age, sex or size the best part 
of two months before the now tail 
is symmetrical with the rest of the 
animal—doesn’t look like a misfit, 
if you put it that-way. 


Tailless Lizards, 


I started off with observing three 
of varied size who had one and all 
emulated the animals of Little Bo 
Peep, and had obviously been ab- 
breviated quite recently, In no 
case did they show any sign of 
growing o new tail for about three 
weeks, when it began to: shoot 
forth. At first it was almost 
transparent and pinky-hued, and 
looked to be olly on the surface 
but it gradually deopened in hue. 
It grew at the rate of about half 
an inch a week in the case of a 
full-grown chin’ chok and at about 
the same pace in proportion with 
the younger ones. In each case it 
did not begin to get mottled with 
the same hues as the rest of the 
lizard. ;
